CHAP.  II. 

Dissertations. 

I. 

Rule  I. 

At  every  Meeting  of  the  Society,  a  Dif- 
fertation  lhall  be  read,  on  a  medical,  chi- 
rurgical,  or  philofophical.  Subject. 

IT. 

Every  ordinary  Member,  at  the  firfi;  Time 
of  meeting,  under  the  Penalty  of  One  Shil¬ 
ling,  lhall  give  in,  on  a  Piece  of  Paper,  the 
Subjeft  on  which  he  means  to  write  ;  and 
fuch  Members  as  are  afterwards  chofen  lhall 
do  the  fame,  the  Week  after  their  AdmilTioii. 
-Each  of  them  lhall  write  in  Rotation  ;  and, 
if  any  one  neglects  to  bring  in  his  Paper,  he: 
(hall  forfeit  Ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  un- 
,lefs  he  can  get  another  Member  to  produce  a; 

,  Paper  in  his  Room  ;  in  which  Cale  he  lhah 
'  be  allowed  a  Fortnight  longer.  If,  how- 
.cyer,  he  negledls  to  produce  it  at  the  Expi- 
.ration  of  that  Time,  he  lhall  pay  his  Forfeit.

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III. 

The  Member  whole  Turn  it  is  to  write 
ihall  give  in  his  Paper  on^  the  fame  Evening 
that  the  Paper  preceding  his  fhall  be  firft  read 
in  the  Society.  On  Failure,  he  Ihall  forfeit 
Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence.  This,^  how- 
ever,  may  be  remitted  by  the  Determination 
of  the  Majority  of  the  Society,  if  any  Cir- 
cumftances  ihall  appear  that  tend  to  excufe 
the  Member.

The 
Preiident  Ihall  then  keep  it  till  the  Time  ap¬ 
pointed  for  its  Conlideration. 

V. 

The  Di/fertation  Ihall  be  read  by  the  Au¬ 
thor,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Society,  under 
the  Penalty  of  Five  Shillings.  This  Fine, 
however,  may  be  remitted  in  Confequence  of 
a  fufficient  Excufe  prefented  to  the  Society 
on  or  before  the  Meeting  immediately  fol¬ 
lowing  the  Offence.  Under  the  fame  Pe¬ 
nalty,*^  and  to  be  remitted  only  with  the  fame 
Conditions,  the  Author  fhall  attend  the  So¬ 
ciety  during  the  Difcuffion  of  his  Dilferca- 
tion. 

VI. 

After  the  Differtation  has  been  read  by  the 
Author,  the  Prefident  then  in  the  Chair  fhall 

read  the  Paper  over  again,  and  alfo  point 

out 
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out  fuch  Parts  of  it  as  may  appear  to  hint 
^  proper  Obje^Sls  of  the  Society’s  Confidera.i 
tion ;  and  fuch  Remarks  as  may  occur  tc 
any  Perfon  prefent  may  then  be  offered. 

VII. 

No  Differtation  fliall  be  the  Subjedl  ol 
Difcuhion  more  than  two  Meetings. 

VIII. 

The  oldek  ordinary  Member  prefent  at  the; 
Beginning  of  each  Seafon,  who  has  not  be¬ 
fore  written,  fhall  read  the  iirfl;  Differtation ij 
of  that  Seafon,  and  ihall  be  fucceeded  in  the 
Office  of  Author  by  the  younger  Members, 
in  the  Order  of  their  Proximity  to  him  in 
Point  of  Seniority, 

IX. 

An  honorary  Member,  if  he  choofes  to 
favour  the  Society  with  a  Differtation,  may 
read  it  at  any  Meeting,  with  this  Condi¬ 
tion,  that  public  Notice  of  his  Intention 
fhall  have  been  given,  on  or  before  the  Meet¬ 
ing  immediately  preceding  that  on  which  he 
intends  to  read  it.  This  Condition,  how¬ 
ever,  fhall  not  be  neceffary  if  the  iirfl:  Meet¬ 
ing  of  a  Seafon  is  that  on  which  an  honorary 
Member  choofes  to  read  his  Differtation, 
When  an  honorary  Member  ufes  the  Privi¬ 
lege  provided  for  him  by  this  Law,  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Member,  whofe  Paper  ought  to  be  read 
according  to  the  Courfe  of  Rotation,  fhall 
poflpone  it  till  the  next  Meeting  not  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Differtation  of  an  honorary  Mem¬

They  lhall  attend  the  Society  in  the  Cha-, 
idler  of  Preiidents  alternately,  and  perform 
le  Duties  of  their  Office,  'under  the  Penalty 
f  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  for  each 
Tanfgreffion  of  this  Rule  ;  unlefs  a  fufficient 
ixcufe  be  prefented  to  the  Society,  on  or  be- 
)re  the  next  Meeting  after  the  Tranfgreffion. 

III. 

In  the  Abfence  of  the  Prejfidents,  the 
Ideft  Member  prefent  fhall  fupply  the  Place, 
nder  the  Penalty  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six- 
ence. 


IV. 

The  Preftdent  in  the  Chair  fhall  read  over 
gain,  and  point  out  to  the  Attention  of  the 

Society, 
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Society,  (as  expre/Ted  in  Chap.  II.  Rule  III.) 
fuch  Paffages  in  the  DifTertations  as  he  may, 
think  particularly  worthy  of  its  Notice  :  he< 
fhall  call  upon  the  Members  for  their  Opi¬ 
nions :  he  lhall  check  unprofitable  Difputes: 
and  fhall  be  inverted  with  Power  fufiicient  tc^ 
condud;  every  Part  of  the  Society’s  Bufmert" 
with  becoming  Decorum. 

V. 

No  Member,  under  the  Penalty  of  Onci 
Shilling  for  each  Offence,  lhall  leave  the 
Room  where  the  Society  is  held,  during  the 
Time  appointed  for  the  Tranfadion  of  Bu- 
linefs,  without  Leave  of  the  Prefident. 

VI. 

In  fuch  Quertions  as  are  to  be  determinec^ 
by  Vote  or  Ballot,  if  the  Society  lhall  hap  ’ 
pen  to  be  equally  divided,  the  Prefident  thei 
in  the  Chair,  belides  his  Vote  as  a  Member 
lhall,  as  Prefident,  have  the  Privilege  of  th 
Carting-Vote. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Mode  of  proposing  and  ballotina 
FOR  Members,  &c. 

Rule  I. 

When  any  Gentleman  is  propofed  as 
Member,  the  Member  propofing  him  lha 
not  fail  to  mention  his  Refidence,  and  ti 
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give  fome  Account  of  his  Charaaer,  that  the 
Society  may  the  better  judge  how  far  he  is 
deferving  of  the  Honour.  Such  Propofal 
muft  be  feconded  ;  and  then,  on  the  fucceed- 
ing  Evening,  it  will  be  balloted  for.  For 
the  proper  Time  of  propofing  Members,  fee 
Chap.  XIII.  Order  of  the  Business. 

At  the  Time  that  the  Names  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Members  are  called  over,  the  Secretary 
Ihall  deliver  to  each  of  them,  as  well  as  to 
the  honorary  Members  prefent,  a  Piece  of 
Paper  on  which  the  Name  or  Names  of  thofe 
I  that  are  to  be  balloted  for  are  diftinaiy  writ¬ 
ten  ;  and  each  Member  fhall  mark,  opoofite 
to  each  Name,  YES  or  NO,  according  as 
he  wilhes  to  approve  or  rejeft.  Thefe  are  to 
be  collefted  in  a  Imall  Box,  to  be  lent  round 
for  the  Purpofe,  and  which  is  afterwards  to 
be  placed  upon  the  Table,  until  the  Arrival 
of  the  proper  Time  to  declare  the  State  of 
the  Ballot. 

n. 

If  a  Candidate  has  no  more  than  two  Ne¬ 
gatives  againft  him,  he  Ihall  be  admitted  j 
but,  if  there  are  more  jhan  two,  he  Ihall  be 
refufed.  •  ■  ■  For  the  Form  of  admitting  a 
Member  after  he  is  eleded,  fee  Chap.  XIIL 
Order  of  the  Business. 

III. 

A  Copy  of  the  Laws  Ihall  be  fent  to  the 
new-ele(5ted  Member  by  the  Peribn  who  pro** 
pofed  him ;  and,  if  he  negle£ls  to  fubfcribe 
to  them,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Society,  the 
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two  fucceedlng  Meetings,  he  fhall  be  fined 
Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  each  Meeting ; 
and,  if  he  negleds  it  on  the  third,  he  fhall 
forfeit  his  Seat. 

IV. 

To  decide  any  other  Queftion,  the  Mode 
of  balloting  fliall  be  by  Show  of  Hands.  — 
Any  one  refnhng  to  hold  up  his  Hand,  on 
one  or  other  Side,  fhall  be  fined  One  Shilling. 

CHAP.  V. 

Honorary  and  Corresponding 
Members. 

Rule  I. 

Phyficlans,  Surgeons,  Apothecaries,  Men 
of  Eminence  in  any  of  the  Sciences,  and 
fuch  ordinary  Members  as  may  have  difiin- 
guifhed  themfelves  by  their  Ingenuity  and 
Endeavours  to  promote  the  Good  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  can  alone  be  propofed  as  Honorary 
Members, 

II. 

If  a  Perfon,  in  any  of  thefe  Charaflers,  be 
propofed  by  a  Member  as  worthy  of  an  ho¬ 
norary  Seat,  his  Admifilon  or  Rejeftion  fhall 
be  determined  by  Ballot,  in  the  Manner  ex- 
prefled  in  Chap.  IV,  But,  in  this  Cafe,  as 
well  as  in  the  Cafe  of  ordinary  Members,  the 
Determination  of  the  Society  fhall  be  kept 

fecrct> 


/ecret,  under  the  Penalty  of  Half  a  Guinea, 
to  be  paid  by  the  Member  who  fiiall  be  found 
to  divulge  it. 

III. 

Thofe  of  the  ordinary  Members,  who  are 
entitled  to  petition  for  honorary  Seats,  are 
the  Members  who  have  attended  the  Society 
two  Seafons,  and  have  read  two  Differtations. 
The  Petitions  of  fuch  muft  be  given  in,  and 
read  to,  the  Society,  by  the  Prefident  in  the 
Chair,  a  Week  before  they  can  be  balloted 
for  ;  and  cannot  be  granted  if  there  are  more 
than  two  Negatives.  If,  however,  there  are 
no  more  than  two,  the  Defire  expreffed  in 
the  Petitions  lhall  be  complied  with. 

IV. 

The  Privileges  of  Honorary  Members  fhall 
be  the  following.  —  They  fhall  not  be  obli¬ 
ged  to  write  Diflertations ;  to  attend  the 
Meetings  of  the  Society  oftener  than  may  be 
agreeable  to  them  ;  nor  to  contribute  any 
Thing  towards  the  Library,  or  in  any  other 
Way  to  the  Support  of  the  Society’s  Expence, 
They  lhall  not  be  obliged  to  accept  of  any 
Share  of  the  Bufinefs  of  a  Committee  :  but, 
after  having  accepted  of  it,  they  lhall,  in  fo 
far  as  they  are  connefted  with  fuch  Com¬ 
mittee,  be  conlidered  as  ordinary  Members, 
and  be  fubjedl  to  the  fame  Fines,  for  the 
Breach  of  any  Law  refpedling  fuch  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  an  ordinary  Member  would 
incur  by  a  hmilar  Fault.  They  ntay  prefent 
and  read  DilTertations  to  the  Society  when 
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they  pleafe,  with  the  Conditions  already 
mentioned.  If  at  any  Time  they  Ihould 
have  Occalion  to  put  their  Names  to  the  Af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Society,  they  may,  as  a  Mark  of 
Diftindlion,  make  the  Addition  of  S,  H.  fSo^ 
<ius  Honorarius )  to  their  Subfcriptions.  They 
fhall  enjoy  ail  the  Privileges  of  ordinary 
Members. 

V. 

All  the  ordinary  Members  (hall,  upon  their 
leaving  London,  be  conlidered  as  Correfpond- 
ing  Ones.  Men  of  Eminence  in  the  Profef- 
fion,  not  refident  in  Lofidon,  may  alfo  bepro- 
pofed  as  Correfponding  Members ;  to  be  de¬ 
termined  by  Ballot,  in  the  Manner  obferved 
in  the  Choice  of  Honorary  and  ordinary 
Members, 

CHAP.  VI. 

Library. 

Rule  I. 

That  a  Library,  of  medical,  chirurgical,. 
and  philofophical.  Books,  may  be  purchafed 
for  the  Benefit  of  the  Society,  every  ordinary 
Member  lhall,  at  the  Time  of  his  Admilfion,' 
pay  Five  Shillings  ;  and,  while  he  continues 
to  attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Society,  Biall 
alfo  pay  One  Shilling  every  Fortnight,  (to  he 
€olle£ied  the  firft  Week  of  it,)  under  the  Penalty 
hereafter  mentioned,  towards  the  Ellablilh- 
jneat  of  a  Fund  for  this  Purpofe.  Jf  a  Mem¬ 
ber, 
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ber,  from  the  State  of  his  Affairs,  fhould  be 
obliged  to  difcontinue  his  Attendance  on  the 
Society  for  more  than  four  Months,  he  lhall, 
during  fuch  Interruption,  be  exempted  from 
the  Contribution' for  the  Library :  but,  if  the 
Interruption  of  his  Attendance  is  lefs  than 
four  Months,  he  fhall  not  be  entitled  to  the 
above-mentioned  Exemption,  but  muft  pay 
for  the  Library,  jufi;  as  he  muft  have  done  had 
his  Attendance  at  the  Meetings  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  been  regular.

^  The  Money  thus  raifed,  with  the  Addi¬ 
tion  of  the  Fines  that  may  become  due,  lhall 
(after  the  Payment  of  what  neceffary  Expen- 
ces  the  Society  may  incur)  be  from  Time  to 
Time  applied  in  purchafing  fuch  Books  as 
fh'all  be  propofed  by  the  Committee,  or  by 
the  Prefidents  if  they  think  proper,  and  af¬ 
terwards  approved  of  by  the  Society  at  large. 

III. 

^  Every  Member  of  the'  Society  lhall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  borrow  Books  from  the  Library;  but 
fhall  not  have  more  than  one  Work  belonging 
:o  it  in  his  Poffeffion  at  one  Time  ;  for  which. 
It  the  Time  of  receiving,  he  fhall  depofit,  in 
:he  Hands  of  the  Librarian,  its  full  Value, 
liid  fhall  return  it  within  a  Fortnight  after 
•eceiving  it,  if  defired  by  the  Librarian,  un- 
ler  the^  Penalty  of  Sixpence  for  every  Hay  he 
ceeps  it,  after  being  fb  defired  to  return  it. 
\nd,  if  a  Member  fhould  lofe  any  of  thefe 
looks,  he  lhall  either  forfeit  the  Money,  fo 
I  depofited^, 
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depofited,  to  the  Librarian,  or  put  other  Co« 
pies  of  equal  Value  in  their  Place.

Rule  I. 

He  mull  be  an  Honorary  Member.

The  Office  of  Librarian  lhall  always  be  of-- 
fered  to  the  Apothecary  of  the  Hofpital.  — 
In  Cafe  of  Refufal,  the  Librarian  lhall  them 
be  chofen  from  the  ordinary  Members  who' 
have  attended  one  Seafon  ;  and  the  Perfoa« 
hxed  on  lhall  be  made  an  Honorary  Member. 

III. 

His  Bufmefs  fhall  be,  to  take  Care  of  the? 
Books ;  —  to  keep  a  Catalogue  of  them  ;  —  to « 
give  them  out  to  fuch  Members  as  may  have- 
Occafion  for  them;  and,  when  the  Time: 
allowed  for  their  Perufal  is  expired,  to  calll 
them  in  again.  He  lhall  not  be  obliged  to* 
give  out  Books  at  any  Time,  except  one 
Hour  before  the  Meeting  of  the  Society.  On 
Failure  at  this  Time,  if  he  doth  not  depute 
fome  Perfon  to  a6t  for  him,  he  lhall  be  fined 
One  Shilling.

A  Catalogue  of  the  Books  lhall  be  annexed 
to  every  printed  Copy  of  the  Laws,  to  be

The  Librarian  ihall  alfo  be  invefted  wkk 
the  Office  of  Treafurer,  and  in  this  Chara^ler 
fhali  receive  Payment  of  all  Debts  due  to  the 
Society.  From  the  Money,  which  he  lhall 
thus  receive,  he  lhall  defray  the  Expences  of 
the  Society,  and  lhall  be  accountable  to  it 
for  the  Balance.

Secretary. 

Rule  I. 

A  Secretary  lhall  be  annually  chofen  from 
thofe  who  were  Members  the  preceding  Sea- 
fon. 

II. 

His  Duty  lhall  be,  to  keep  Minutes  of  the 
Society’s  Tranfaftions;  —  to  read  aloud  the 
Minutes,  and  Lift  of  Members,  when  necef- 
fary ;  —  to  collect  and  keep  an  Account  of 
Pines,  Admiffion,  and  Subfcription,  Money  ; 

to  be  accountable  to  the  Treafurer  for 
thofe  Sums  which  he  (the  Secretary)  lhall 
Receive  from  the  Society’s  Debtors ;  ■—  and  ta 
jeoileft  Ballots  and  Votes. 

III. 

He  lhall  give  in,  on  the  lirft  Saturday  of

Five  Members,  when  legally  met,  lhall  be 
fufficient  to  conftitute  a  Quorum,  and  lhall 
be  entitled  to  proceed  in  the  Tranfa<5lion  of 
Bufinefs,  according  to  the  Laws,  excepting 
what  regards  the  Repealing,  Sufpending,  or 
Altering  of  the  Laws  :  But  a  fmaller  Num¬ 
ber,  unlefs  formed  into  a  Committee,  lhall 
have  no  Power  to  do  any  Thing  relating  to 
the  Society. 

II. 

Ten  Members,  when  legally  met,  (but  no 
fmaller  Number,)  lhall  be  entitled  to  make, 
and  determine  upon,  Propofals  for  repealing, 
fufpending,  and  altering.  Laws,  according 
to  Chap.  XV.  which  more  particularly  pre- 
fcribes  the  Rules  to  be  obferved  in  fuch  Pro¬

But  after  it  is  determined,  any  Member  of 
it,  who  fails  to  attend  at  the  Time  appointed, 
ihall  forfeit  One  Shilling;  unlefs_he  can  pro^ 
duce  a  fufiicient  Excufe  on  or  before  the  next 
Meeting  of  the  Society. 

III. 

No  ordinary  Member,  under  the  Penalty 
^of  a  Shilling,  when  chofen,  can  refufe  to  en¬ 
gage  in  any  Committee,  unlefs  he  can  give  a 
Reafon  for  his  Refufal,  which  fiiall  appear 
fufiicient  to  the  Majority  of  the  Society. 

CHAP.  XII. 

When  any  Queftion,  relating  to  the  pri¬ 
vate  Bufinefs  of  the  Society,  occurs,  any 
Gentleman  prefent  may  demand  a  Determir 
nation  by  Ballot. 

CHAP,  xni. 

Order  of  the  Business,  &:c. 

Rule  I. 

The  Bufinefs  of  the  Society  fiiall  be  of  two 

Kinds ;  viz.  public  and  private.

III. 

The  private  Bufinefs  fhall  be  formed-  by 
every  other  Tranfaftion,  relating  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  not  comprehended  under  the  Head  of 
public  Bulinefs. 

The  Order  of  the  Business,  at  everv* 

Meeting,  shall  be  conducted  in 

THE  FOLLOWING  MaNNER. 

1.  The  Names  of  the  ordinary  Members 
called  over  at  Seven  o’Clock. 

2.  Vifitors  declared  by  the  Prefident. 

3«  The  public  Minutes  of  the  preceding 
Meeting  read. 

4.  Medical  News  enquired  for,  and  the 
Remarks  which  may  be  fuggefted  in  Confer 
quence  thereof.  This  to  be  concluded  at 
Eight  o’clock. 

5.  The  Differtation  lhall  be  read  and  dif- 
cuffed.  This  to  conclude  at  Half  paft  Nine. 

6.  The  private  Minutes  fhall  be  read  and 
confirmed,  the  Vifitors  having  previoufly 
withdrawn. 

7.  d  he  Members  elefted  at  the  lall  MeeU 
ing  fliall  be  formally  admitted,  the  Prefident; 
taking  each  by  the  Hand  and  declaring  him 
a  Member  ;  not,  however,  until  he  has  figned 
his  Name  under  a  Promife  (in  one  of  the  So¬ 
ciety’s  Books)  to  obferve  the  Laws  and  pro¬ 
mote 
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note  the  Intereft  of  the  Society.  In  Cafe  of 
Failure,  fee  Chap.  IV. 

8.  Members  are  next  to  be  propofed  in  the 
Manner  laid  down  in  Chap.  IV. 

9.  The  Author,  with  his  Subjeft  for  the 
lext  Evening,  declared,  and  his  Paper  re- 
:eived,  as  required  in  Chap.  II.  Rule  III. 

10.  The  Ballot  lhall  be  declared. 

11.  After  all  this  and  any  other  private 
^ufinefs  (as  looking  into  the  State  of  Ac- 
ounts,  &c.)  is  fnilhed,  the  Money  lhall 
>e  collefted,  and  fuch  Members  as  are  not 
)refent,  and  who  have  not  authorized  fome 
)ther  Perfons  to  pay  for  them,  lhall  be  lined 

s  at  Chap.  XIV.  Rule  VI. 

12.  The  Whole  of  the  Bulinefs  lhall  be 
oncluded  by  Ten  o’Clock. 


CHAP.  XIV. 

Expulsion  of  Members, 

Rule  I. 

Any  Member,  having  a  Delire  to  accufe 
nother,  in  Order  that  he  Ihould  be  expelled 
lull  give  in  fuch  Accufation,  with  his  Rea¬ 
ms  to  the  Prelident  in  Writing;  which  is 
)  be  read  to  the  Society  by  the  Prefident, 
he  Accufer’s  Name  being  kept  fecret,)  and 
le  Queftion  balloted  for.  Ten  Shillings  and 
ixpence  muft  accompany  the  Accumtion, 
lat,  in  Cafe  it  is  rejected,  the  Money  may 

be 
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be  depoiited  in  the  Society’s  Fund  ;  But,  i 
the  Accufation  is  found  fufficient,  the  Prefi- 
jd’ent  fliali  return  the  Money,  fo  depofitedl 
to  the  Accufer. 

II. 

Two-thirds  of  the  Society  prefent  mull  ap. 
prove  of  the  Accufation,  otherwife  it  wil.J 
not  be  fuilained. 

III. 

The  Ballot  determining  this  Point  fhall  b«» 
a  fecret  one,  either  by  Papers  or  Balls. 

IV. 

The  accufed  Member  ihall  be  prefent  a.i 
the  Meeting  which  is  to  decide  on  his  Accu 
fation  ;  and,  for  this  Purpofe,  the  Secretar 
fhall  give  him  Information  in  Writing,  fom* 
Time  between  the  Meeting  on  which  the  Ac 
cufation  is  made  and  the  next  Meeting  of  th* 
Society  ;  fpecifying  the  Meeting  on  whicH 
the  Quedion  is  to  be  determined,  and  fum 
moning  him  to  attend. 

V. 

A  Fortnight  Ihall  intervene  between  th' 
Meeting  on  which  the  Accufation  is  mad* 
and  that  on  which  it  is  to  be  determined 
But  the  Society  may  either  fliorten  or  pro- 
lone  the  Time,  at  the  Defire  of  the  Member 
if  the  Reafons  given  are  found  fufficient. 

VI. 

Any»  Member,  indebted  to  the  Society  fb' 
Fines  or  oth-ei-wife-,  fhall  forfeit  Sixpence,  ir 

Additioni 
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L3dition,  if  he  does  not  difcharge’  the  Cehh 
1  a  fortnight :  If  he  does  not  pay  it  th& 
ext  Meeting,  One  Shilling  more  ;  and,  if 
e  neglefts  it  the  fourth  Week,  he  fhall  be 
bfo  faao  expelled.  Again,  any  Member,, 
adebted  to  the  Society,  going  out  of  Town, 
nd  not  fubftituting  fome  one  to  pay  for  him, 
r  fending  a  fuiHcient  Excufe  in  a  Month, 
[rail  be  ipfo  fa^o  expelled. 

CHAP.  XV. 

Altering  the  Laws. 

Rule  I. 

None  of  the  Laws,  which  are  already,  or 
vhich  hereafter  may}  be,  made,  lhall  be  re- 
jealed,  fufpended,  or  altered,  without  the 
::onfent  of  three-fourths'  of  the  Society  pre- 
ent :  Nor,  without  the  fame  Confent,  can  any 
iiew  Law,  in  confident  with  any  of  thofe  in  be- 
ng  at  the  Time,  be  enabled.  As  foon,  how- 
wer,  as  three-fourths  of  the  Society  have 
Agreed  to  the  Neceffity  of  altering  the  Laws, 
:hen  fueh  new  ones  as  are  propofed  fhall  be 
ietermined  by  a  Majority  of  the  Society. 

II. 

In  Order  to'^the  Repeal,.  Slifpenfion,  Al- 
leration-^  or  Ena6tion,  of  Laws,  a  .Propofah 
:o  that  Purpofe,  in  Writing,  mud  be  deli- 
^^ercd  to  the  Prefident,  read  by  him  in  the 

P  re  fence 
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Prefence  of  the  Society,  and  entered  in  th  ; 
Minutes  a  Month  before  it  can  be  ballotec 
for  :  And,  if  it  is  rejedled,  the  Member  whc 
made  it  ihall  forfeit  Two  Shillings  and  Six  ; 
pence.
